If 
it is a reception of indifference and unfriendliness then that is likely to stick 
in your guest’s mind. 

I am sure every pastor, deacon, usher and church member wants his church 
to have the name of a church which offers warm hospitality. But it must be 
genuine. Recently, I visited a church (thankfully, not an Assemblies of God 
church) where I was greeted at the door by a professional hand-shaker. He 
smiled, he said kind words, he even asked my name, recognizing me as a 
stranger. But behind it there was a chilly spiritlessness. It was not genuine. 
It appeared not to come from the heart. 


People are not easily fooled. They soon sense a false friendliness, especially 
when it begins and ends with just one person at the door. 


The spirit of Christ as He was on earth must have been a warm-hearted 
and friendly one. So the secret is simple; if we possess His spirit then we shall 
succeed in drawing others to God by our cordial welcome.

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UR CHURCH is not in the middle 
of a Sunday school contest, yet 
our Sunday School is growing rapidly 
We are not in the midst of revival 
_ meetings, yet our Sunday services 
have the attendance usually attributed 
to revival crowds. We do not remem- 
ber a week that souls have not been 
saved. So many people are attending 
from other churches and denomina- 
- tions that we are frankly amazed. 


What is true of this church is true 
of dozens and scores of our sister 
churches. People are coming. What 
is the reason for it all. 


Is the pastor preaching better than 
he has in the past? is is to be 
doubted. The preacher and the 
preaching, as a whole, has not 
changed. Are people coming because 
the buildings are better and more 
beautiful? Not necessarily. Many of 
the people have come from churches 
that have more beautiful edifices and 
certainly more ornate structures. 


Is the visitation program outstand- 
ing and is the membership working 
harder than ever for the Lord? Cer- 
tainly, it is true our visitation pro- 
grams are getting into orbit, but visi- 
tation is one thing and keeping them 
is another. For some reason people 
are staying. 


Why then are people coming? Why 
then the increase when so many of the 
churches of our communities do not 
report the same increase. I feel the 
following is the answer. 


A pastor of a certain denomination 
wrote an open letter, entitled “A let- 
ter to Missouri,” in which he stated 
his alarm over the fact that his fellow 
pastors seemed uncertain of basic doc- 
trinal truths that his denomination 
had held for years. In the same issue 
of Christianity Today was an editorial 
concerning the wintertime of theology 
in Europe, along with another article 
declaring that in Europe today evan- 

elical doctrine is being watered 

own. The inerrancy of scripture is 
being questioned and weak and ane- 
mic doctrine is being substituted.

20,000 Miles of Revival

HE handsome, young policeman 

in uniform stood out among the 

100 souls who answered the altar call 
that night. His physique was excell- 
ent, his uniform attractive, and his 
act of the moment to be admired. He 
stood looking up seriously at the min- 
ister behind the pulpit as he received 
instruction on how to accept Christ as 
his Savior. Very earnestly he prayed. 
And then, amidst tears and smiles, he 


gave evidence that the work of grace 


had been accomplished in his life. 
He came forward the next night also, 
but this time to bring his financee to 
accept Christ. After the service he 
asked the missionary to pray that God 
would bless the ring he had just given 
to his future bride. How could a cou- 
ple plan their future life together any 
poe It happened in Sao Paulo, Bra- 
zil. 

On May 11, 1960, in the providence 
of God, I left Modesto, California, on 
my first overseas evangelism trip. For 
years I had desired to make such a 
trip. On June 25th, six and a half 
weeks later, as I returned home, one 
thousand three hundred souls had re- 
sponded to the salvation call and 485 
believers had received the Holy Spirit. 

Our first revival was in Ascuncion, 
Paraguay. Our meetings were stoned 
by mobs led personally by a priest. 
Antagonistic literature was printed 
against the revival, the ministers, and 


the healings that were taking place. 
This literature was distributed outside 
the meetings and even by workers 
who came into the meetings. Threats 
were hurled at the people as they left 
the services. But God _ triumphed! 
Three hundred and sixty-five people 
came forward to accept Christ as Sav- 
ior, and 65 believers received the Holy 
Spirit. The missionaries told us this 
was the first outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit in the history of Paraguay. Min- 
isters and ministers’ wives received the 
Holy Spirit, Bible school students re- 
ceived, members of assemblies and 
new converts received. 

One pastor desired greatly to re- 
ceive credentials at the district coun- 
cil to be conducted in Ascuncion dur- 
ing the second week of the revival, 
but had not received the Holy Spirit’s 
infilling. He received during the re- 
vival along with his wife, so when the 
district council convened he received 
his credentials and was a happy man. 

I was honored to be the speaker at 
Paraguays Second Annual District 
Council. Our splendid missionaries in 
Paraguay are Rev. Paul Hutsell, dis- 
trict superintendent and chairman of 
our Ascuncion campaign (now home 
on furlough); Rev. Leonard Emory, 
newly elected superintendent, and 
Rev. Raymond Stowinski. I’ve never 
met finer men. Our splendid inter-

I just felt the urge to write to you and tell you how much your messages 

and singing of the choir mean to us here in Alaska. We are located on an 

island (Mitkof Island) in southeastern Alaska and the only way out is to fly. 

So we stay here. When 10:30 Sunday night arrives and the REVIVALTIME 

choir begins singing “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name” it seems to lift us 

up especially after a hard day (maybe a discouraging one). But the songs, 

testimonies, and messages from God’ s word make us to forget the problems 

and cares of the day, and let us know again that God is on our side and so 
well go forward with Him.

classes in session and there partici- 
pated in class lectures and discussion. 


At the chapel hour, the visitors united — 


with the students in the opening rally 
of the college Student Body’s Mission- 
ary Convention. For the guests, the 
meals of the day were provided by 
the college. 

The afternoon session, from 2:00 to 
5:00 p.m., was devoted to a lec- 
ture-question-answer period, covering 
three primary topics: “How to Devel- 
op a Church Budget” by Rev. James 
Swanson, pastor of Bethel Temple in 
Hayward, California; “The Dynamics 
of Pentecostal Evangelism” by Rev. 
Ralph M. Riggs, former general sup- 
erintendent of the Assemblies of God 
and member of the college faculty;

the Pastor” led by Rev. Kenneth M. 
Haystead, pastor of the First Assem- 
bly in Portland, Oregon, and chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees. 

Climaxing the special day was the 
evening Missionary Rally featuring 
Rev. Mark Buntain, missionary to In- 
dia, whose stirring message thrilled 
and challenged the hearts of all pres- 
ent. 

As the guests left the college cam- 
pus, many were reported to have 
made favorable comments about Pas- 
tor’s Day. One comment was, “This 
is what we should have had a long 
time ago. I hope that this will not be 
the first and last . . . but many more 
to come with increased attendance!” 
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OME time ago I received a letter 
from an indignant teacher. She 
was complaining about the lesson we 
printed in the Beginner Teacher the 
Sunday before Easter. It had been on 
the story of Jesus in the temple. This 
teacher complained that we should 
have had a lesson on the crucifixion 
that particular Sunday. In fact, she 
accused us of modernistic leanings be- 
cause we failed to have a lesson on 
the Cross. 

Since the letter was unsigned 

(except “A Faithful Sunday School 
Teacher”), I had no opportunity to 
write her a suitable explanation. Per- 
haps she will read this and it will 
help her understand what we are try- 
ing to do. 
If this teacher had looked on the 
contents page of the quarterly, she 
would have noticed a theme for the 
entire quarter, “The Little Child in 
the Home.” And if she had studied 
all the lessons for the quarter more 
carefully, she would also have noticed 
that each lesson was related to the 
- over-all theme, and that the one on 
Jesus in the temple was designed to 
teach beginners the need for obeying 
their parents. (It is true we had an 
Easter lesson which broke into this 
series, but what a lot of letters we 
would have received if we had failed 
to include an Easter lesson!) This 
teacher failed to understand the over- 
all plan for our Sunday school litera- 
ture. 

What are we trying to do as Sun- 
_ day school workers? Together, we are 
building a faith, erecting a temple of 
Christian character for “a habitation 
_of God through the Spirit.” Each one

of us has a part, the teacher in the 
classroom, the Sunday school secre- 
tary, the superintendent, the pastor, 
the district leader, the writer of the 
quarterlies, those who plan the curric- 
ulum. 

I like to think of the workers in the 
Church School Literature Department 
as the architects for this building. 
Someone has to plan the design of 
the building in line with the owner’s 
wishes. As best we can, through 
prayer and study, we try to learn 
God’s will, for our curriculum and 
then prepare the materials to fit into 
that pattern. 

It is of the utmost importance for 
every Sunday school worker to realize 
that each part of the work is related 
to the whole. We must ask ourselves, 
“What do we want to accomplish in 
the lives of our students?” Then we 
must always keep the completed 
“building” in mind. 

For example, consider the nursery 
child who comes into your Sunday 
school and continues attending until 
he has successfully passed through the 
beginner, primary, junior, intermedi- 
ate, senior, and young people’s de- 
partments, and has become an adult. 
What kind of a person do we want 
him to be? 

Here are some of the things we 
should aim for: We want this person 
thoroughly born again. We want him 
filled with the Spirit. We want him 
to have a strong Christian character. 
We want him to have a thorough 
knowledge of God’s Word. We want 
him trained so he can enter upon a 
life of Christian service, whether as 
a layman or a minister. This is what

we call building a faith. 

Now how can this be accomplished? 
During his experience in each depart- 
ment, the student should receive 
something which will help to build 
his faith, We cannot accomplish all 
of our goals at one time or while the 
student is in just one department. We 
have over-all objectives but we must 
also have subordinate objectives. 
During each age level, we must teach 
this child those truths he needs and 
can understand at this particular time. 

For example, juniors can under- 
stand about salvation, the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit, and healing. Further- 
more, they need to know God and the 
reality of these experiences for them- 
selves. If you have a class of juniors, 
one of your objectives should be to 
win each pupil for the Lord and lead 
him into a Spirit-filled life before he 
leaves the junior department. 

Have you ever wondered about the 
meaning of the expression “line upon 
line . . . here a little, there a little’? 
According to Adam Clarke, the great 
commentator, the word translated 
“line” refers to one which a brick ma- 
son stretches out to build a layer. 
After he has completed laying the 


bricks or stone on one layer, he raises 


the line and builds another. Thus the 
building is completed by degrees. 
What an opportunity we _ have. 
Each of us has his part. The Church 
School Literature Department may be 
the architects. We make the blue- 
print. Others, such as the district di- 
rectors, the pastor, or the local super- 
intendent, may be likened to the con- 
tractors or the foremen. There is no

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FIELD REPORT 


Missionary-Evangelism 
Activities in Chile 


There are some things one never 
forgets. Eleven years ago, my parents 
and I left the foreign field after estab- 
lishing the first Assemblies of God 
work in Chile. Although very young 
at the time, I was never able to erase 
the imprint upon my heart of those 
Chilean converts whose faces ex- 
pressed an earnest plea. Their fare- 
well to us at the dock has also been 
unforgetable. 

I have since answered the call of 
God upon my heart and life and after 
preparation for the ministry, I now 
find myself in the midst of this earth- 
quake-torn, poverty-stricken land. Ex- 
pectations were high, when for the 
first time in eleven years I set foot on 
Chilean soil again. 

The first night of the initial cam- 
paign 25 souls found Christ as Savior 
for the first time. As the meetings pro- 
gressed, many made their way down 
dirt aisles to find peace with God. 
Many testified to healing in their bod- 
ies and the Lord was beginning to un- 
fold His Divine blueprint for my min- 
istry here. 

The weather and other difficulties 
delayed use of the tent, but after over- 
coming many obstacles, we raised the 
Assembly of God tent to launch our 
first campaign of this fashion. 

The services progressed without un- _ 
usual results the first week. The 
crowds were increasing in size night- _ 
ly, and there was a definite hunger in 
their hearts. Every night two brothers — 
came forward for healing of a heredi- 
tary disease of the blood. The young- 
er brother was in a wheelchair with 
his ankle swollen to the point that he 
could not walk. On a Sunday night a 
crisis arose in the elder boy’s condi- 
tion. He became critically ill and was 
informed that he would be taken to 
the hospital the following day if he 
was not healed. I prayed and thus 
committed him to God. 


The mother returned the next night, 
heartbroken, with information that 
her son had been taken to the hospital 
and upon examination by two doctors 
his condition was diagnosed as an ex- 
treme case of peritonitis. They ad- 
vised immediate surgery, but upon 
hearing of the hereditary disease of 
the boy, (this disease caused profuse 
bleeding at the slightest cut or 
scratch) they realized the boy could

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It was Only a Furrow 
by G. RAYMOND CARLSON 


It was threshing time on the farm. 
All day the men had been bringing in 
the great loads of bundles to the 
threshing machine. Late in the day 
one of the wagons was about to make 
a last stop to complete its load. The 
young driver did not realize that the 
wheels dropped into a furrow as he 
stopped. Either he had not seen the 
furrow or he had not realized the 
problem it would present. 


It was just a furrow—the trench left 
by the last lay of the plow in the 
spring. Now it became an obstacle to 
the lad’s progress. 


When he tried to drive on, the 
horses could not start the load. They 
made a few attempts but then, due 
to the driver’s inexperience, they be- 
gan to see-saw back and forth and 
finally broke the double-tree. 


Other workmen gathered around as 
a new hitch was brought. A more ex- 
perienced driver hooked his team to 
the wagon. With a steady hand and 
calm voice he guided the horses into 
a great test of their strength, only to 


see the new and even studier double- 


tree also break. Finally the tractor was 
brought to get the load out of the fur- 
row. 


Only a little ditch and yet so hard 


to .get out of it. How obstructing a 
little thing can be—a block of wood 
under a stalled wheel or a small fur- 
row in the field. Neither would stop 
the vehicle if it were in motion. 


It is even so in spiritual matters. 
Somewhere along the line we get a 
wheel in the furrow. We need not be 
great sinners but we get lodged in a 
furrow of self-will, of doubt, or of 
some disobedience. Because it is only 
a furrow, seemingly so shallow, so nar- 
row and so insignificant, we often ex- 
cuse it, 


Think of the many listed in the 
Bible who failed by only a small de- 
cision, a little thing—a furrow. So 
often these things set our course and 
determine our destination. 


There are furrows that halt Bible 
reading and prayer, furrows that dis- 
rupt church attendance and tithe pay- 
ing. Others bog down in furrows of 
back-biting, critical or jealous spirits. 
It seemed such a little thing at first. 


Call on the Master to get you out 
and then seek His daily help to avoid 
such a defeat in the future! “But if we 
walk in the light, as He is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ His Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (1 John 1:7).

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Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, is one of the 
most beautiful cities I’ve ever seen in 
my life. However, there is much evi- 
dence of spiritual need there as in 
other great cities at home and abroad. 
Brazilia, the famous new capital city 
of Brazil, is very interesting and re- 
markable. When we arrived at the 
Brazilia Palace Hotel we were told 
that there were no rooms available 
and that 100 people had been turned 
away. After appealing to the Ameri- 
can Consulate for help we were ush- 
ered into the President’s Suite for the 
night. This consisted of five rooms 
and nine beds. Someone has said, 
“There's nothing too good for the 
saints!” 

A real pioneer spirit was necessary 
to hack roads and a modern city out 
of a jungle. The President of Brazil 
and his people are to be commended 
for this feat. It was designed to event- 
ually bring about the development of 
Brazil’s interior and jungle area. 

Our most successful revival, as far 
as numbers are concerned, took place 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil, known as “The 
Chicago of South America” because 
of its skyscrapers and its industry. 
Seventy-five to 100 people a night an- 
swered the salvation call. About 1,000 
people came to be saved during the 
time I was there and over 300 received 
the Holy Spirit. Rev. Harold Williams 
was the chairman of this campaign. 
During the past eight years he has 


Hall in Lima, Peru, dated July 5, 1960, 
in which he stated, “The national pas- 
tor estimated that 80 people received 
the Holy Spirit the night you spoke 
here. The outpouring has continued 
and by now 80 people have received 
the Holy Spirit.”

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Loyalty to God and 
to One Another

T IS our conviction that God guided 
the men to whom was delegated 
the responsibility of setting up the 
framework of the Assemblies of God. 
They determined not to establish an- 
other religious hierarchy or denomin- 
ation which would exercise detailed 
control over the ministers or churches 
associated therein. 

We have called ourselves a “volun- 
tary cooperation fellowship.” This 
means that both ministers and church- 
es affiliated with the General Council 
of the Assemblies of God choose of 
their own free will to unite in fellow- 
ship with others of like precious faith, 
and cooperate with them in the work 
of the Lord. Our identification with 
the Assemblies of God indicates we 
believe in what it stands for and what 
it is doing. The emphasis must ever 
be upon our being a “fellowship” 
rather than merely an organization, 
for that implies that the ties which 
bind us together are spiritual. 

While there are centain sovereign 
rights which we enjoy in such fellow- 
ship, such as the right of self-govern- 
ment in the local church, yet for us 
to work together in any effective man- 
ner, principles must be_ established 
and agreed upon to serve as the basis 
of concerted action. 

Some things must be accomplished 
by cooperation, and would never be 
possible if ministers and churches 
tried going it alone. We exist for the 
following reasons: 

1. To foster fellowship. 

2. To give a united testimony to 
the truth, and to make our in- 
fluence for God and His king- 
dom felt with greater effect. 

8. To establish a body authorized 
to grant ministerial recognition, 
and to assist in the location of 
ministers and provide help in 
the form of such things as group 
insurance. 
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4. To give assistance to churches 
as needed, and to serve as a 
safeguard against the encroach- 
ment of false brethren. 

5. To fulfill the Great Commission 
by the provision of a mission- 
ary agency to expedite the work 
of evangelizing foreign lands 
and staffing mission stations. 

6. To engage in a world-wide min- 
istry of radio evangelism. 

7. To assist in the establishment of 
new churches, and reach ne- 
glected groups and areas here 
in the homeland. 

8. To minister to servicemen while 
they are away from home. 

9. To encourage the cause of evan- 
gelism. 
To provide a Benevolence De- 
partment which cares for or- 
phans and needy retired minis- 
ters. 
To provide a complete summer 
camp program for adults and 
youth. 
To provide an educational pro- 
gram which trains our ministers 
and gives opportunity for our 
youth to receive their education 
in a proper spiritual environ- 
ment. 
To provide a printing establish- 
ment for supplying Sunday 
school and other Full Gospel 
periodicals, books and _litera- 
ture. 
To provide a program, and to 
give direction and help to vari- 
ous groups within the church, 
such as to youth groups, Sun- 
day schools, Women’s Mission- 
ary Council groups and men’s 
groups. 

It will be seen that some of the ad- 
vantages of a fellowship such as ours 
consist in material gains to us individ- 
ually. But much more important than
